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Free Measles Injection Program 
Planned for Ages I lo IO Tuesday 


The measles injection pro­ 
gram sponsored here by tho 
Hamlin Parent-Teacher 
As­ 
sociation and the 
State of 
Texas will be held Tuesday, 
Nov. 18, at the primary cafe­ 
torium for 
children ages I 
through IO, 
All pre-school children are 
to report to the school from 
1:30 to 3:30 p.m. on that date. 
In order for the public to 
be better informed on tho n^rd 
for immunization, the follow­ 
ing 
information 
concerning 
the disease had been released 
bv the P-TA. 
Rubella, better known as 
German measles, is generally 
a mild illness 
but, if the in­ 
fection is acquired by a wo­ 
man in the early m onths of 
pregnancy, it poses a direct 
hazard to the unborn baby. 
Preventing infection is the 
principal objective of rubella 
control. 
This can best be 
achieved by eliminating the 


transmission of virus among 
children, who are the major 
source of 
infection for sus­ 
ceptible 
pregnant women. 
Until now the only way to 
develop immunity 
was to 
have the disease. 
Vaccinated children do not 
spread the disease to others, 
yet they do develop antibod­ 
ies and become immune to 
rubella. 
Many birth defects occurr­ 
ed when the country was hit 
by one of the worst epidem­ 
ics 
in recent history — the 
German measles epidemic of 
1963 to 1965. As the epidemic 
spread from the East Coast to 
the West Coast, at least 30,- 
000 babies 
were bom with 
tragic defects. 
In addition, 
miscarriage and stillbirth took 
a high toll. As many as 30,000 
babies never had a chance at 
life. 
Until 
very 
recently 
an­ 
other German measles epi­ 


demic was expected early next 
year. It could still take place 
— unless we care enough to 
stop it. A safe, effective Ger­ 
man 
measles 
vaccine 
has 
been developed by a team of 
medical scientists. 
Immunization of large num­ 
bers of 
boys and girls will 
stop the epidemic before it 
begins — and save countless 
thousands of unborn children 
from the crippling and killing 
effects the German measles 
virus. Babies who might be 
bom mentally retarded, blind, 
or deaf because of rubella will, 
Instead be normal 
The live, 
attenuated ru­ 
bella virus vaccine, which is 
being made available by the 
Lions Club 
for children of 
Stonewall County, appears to 
be a highly effective immuni­ 
zing agent and the first suit­ 
able safe method of controll­ 
ing rubella. 


No charge is being made 
for for administering the in­ 
jections and 
the state 
is 
furnishing 
the vaccine for 
children age five and older. 
The local P-TA must pay for 
the injections for those child-
